do not have such lists except the list of auiabcrcd documents of the 

Corned snica ("Lint of Basic Source Katerlalc"), of which you have a copy. 
The offer to correct your copy of the list of numbered document a vac 
nade in response to your specific statement that your copy of that 3.1st 
vas not up to date. The staff member who made the offer hud previously 
agreed to correct your copy of the list when you ouggestetf it at the 
the additional documents were made evailable following the death of 
Jack Ruby . 

There are four m&aorasOa by Arlan Specter to J. Lee Rankin role ting to 
the autopay of President Kennedy in the "John P. Kennedy 4-1 Autopsy" 
file. Two of those memoranda ere dated. March 12, 1964, and relate to 
interviews with the autopsy curgsono and with FBI agents present at the 
autopsy. Thebe two ssnoranfia were first made available to you and other 
researchers as part of the folder of green copies of internal memoranda 
dated from Pecciebcr 1963 through March 1964 addressed to J. Leo Rankin. 
This was before tho first Loll printing of Richard Perron Lewie’s 
The fcc.vorrers en d Cr itics of the W arren Re port {hew York: "First Dell 
printing-Hay , 190?“) In which, as you any, fcfce two memoranda arc quoted 
on pages 113-116. The other two Specter memoranda are dated April 30 
end May 12, 1964.
